The contract recalls nothing so 
much as the infamous Seebeck ar- 
rangement of 1892 and subsequent 
years. Under its terms the Ecuado- 
rean government, it is said, will sell 
(and has probably already sold) any 
and all existing stocks of postal pa- 
per (remainders) of interest to the 
contractor at a discount of 20 per 
cent from face value. 

The -contractor has also agreed, 
it is indicated, to provide new 
, Sues as they are needed, with a 
| proviso that from each issue he 
may also purchase (or hold out) 


is- 


| such quantitites as desired at a simi- 





lar discount of 20 per cent from face 
value, or take from the issue such 
portions of the total as will cover 
printing and other costs of produc- 
tion. 

He may also purchase any addi- 
tional quantities needed for his busi- 
ness, which is—guess what?—selling 
stamps to collectors and dealers. 

In all the many years of strange 
and varied philatelic shenanigans 
Ecuador has produced many inter- 
esting and beautiful postage stamps, 
as well as a good many oddities, to 
avoid using the word monstrosities, 


but in recent years the country has | 


managed to keep its record fairly 
clean of phony issues or stamp- 
issuing acrobatics.

As was pointed out in an article 
in Linn’s last November 14, how- 
ever, the Velasco Ibarra govern- 
ment was determined to try to turn 
some of the large stock of postal 
paper on hand when it took office in 
September 1960, into cash. 

| In spite of the efforts of serious 
collectors and of the Ecuadorean 

Philatelic Assn. with headquarters in 
Quito, the contract somewhat 
sketchily described above was 
signed in July with the newspapers 
of Quito and Guayaquil carrying 
photographs of the ceremony which 
marked the signing. 

It remains to be seen whether 
ithere will be sufficient adverse re- 
action to the move outside Ecuador 
in international philatelic circles to 
cause the government to repent and 
revoke the contract. But be that as 
it may, it is apparently certain that 
large quantities of many of the is- 
sues of the past ten years or more 
have already been sold under its 
terms. 

Ecuadorean collectors also have 
| been quick to point out that the con- 
tract holds another and even great- 
er threat to the government itself 
and its revenues. As the writer has 
| pointed out in former articles on the 
Ecuadorean postal service, postage 
stamps are not sold to the user by 
the government, but are retailed 
through numerous small vendors, 
who purchase them at a discount of 
5 per cent below face. 

In Cuenca, a city of some 80,000 
population, for example, there are 
two or three vendors of postage 
{stamps on the central square who 
also sell stationery and lottery tick- 
| ets. In the post office itself there 
are two stands set up in the inner 
courtyard (a temporary building 
| rented while the new building owned 
by thé government is being con- 
structed).

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 








Carl P. Rueth 


An experiment conducted by the 
Post Office Department in Philadel- 
phia with the current 3c Liberty 
postal card is the newest philatelic 
item to get collectors in a tizzy— 
at least those who know of it. A 
copy is shown on this page. 

This is a precancelled piece of 
postal stationery with three lines, in 
the same color as the stamp, ex- 
tending across the design and onto 
the card. In fact the lines and stamp 
are printed simultaneously. 

Several collectors have sent in- 
formation, John L. Smith of the city 
of “brotherly love’ being respon- 
sible for the mint copy illustrated. 
Concensus of information is to the 
effect that the POD hopes to elim- 
inate the machine cancelling of 
large quantities of cards when busi- 
nesses are engaged in ad or other 
campaigns where the mailing is 
quite large. Stacks of the cards will 
be processed after deposit in the 
post office without the usual trip 
through the postmarking machines 
first. 

Only the bottom purple line passes 
through the stamp unbroken. The 
other two remain clear of the inner 
part of the design. 

Postal personnel was instructed by 
bulletin on September 6 of the com- 
ing test operation, with the actual 
start of use on September 15. Mr. 
Smith sent a card cancelled on Sep- 
tember 15, the ‘‘first day’’. 

Belmont Faries, stamp editor of 
the Washington Sunday Star, states 


3 | that the test was suggested by Post- 
jmaster Anthony I. Lambert. In a 


meeting July 19 attended by some 
300 firms making large postal card 
mailings, the Lambert idea received 
almost unanimous endorsement. 

Philadelphia is said to use 70 mil- 
lion postal cards a year. For a three- 
month test the POD has placed 25 
million of the precancelled cards in 
Philadelphia—15 million as singles, 
10 million in sheet form. 

Use of the cards is not confined 
to Philadelphia. However elsewhere 
they would be given the usual trip 
through a cancelling machine rath- 
er than being unmarked as in pre- 
cancel or permit mail handling.

Joseph L. Eisendrath, Jr. of High- 
land Park, Ill. calls my attention to 
a listing of this kind of material in 
the ‘‘Thorp-Bartels Catalog of United 
States Envelopes’, sixth edition, on 
page 300. I have this catalog at my 
fingertips here at the office, but no- 
where in its pages is there a nota- 
tion of a combination of the two 
types on the amber paper. I had 
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with the Thorp-Bartels with no suc- 
cess in discovering mention. 

Value of those which are record- 
ed ranges between $25 and $65. 

This valuable reference book com- 
ments: ‘“‘The (se) envelopes... are 
representative of a most interesting 
philatelic variety rarely found else- 
where, viz: impressions of two dif- 
ferent Dies, usually two different 
values, on the same envelope. Such 
double impressions exist in practi- 
cally every possible combination of 
relative positions but this list is con- 
fined to those specimens on which 
both impressions are in the same 
corner, although in some instances 
one may be folded to the back. Some 
are obvious errors due to a printed 
but unfolded blank being put 
through the press a second time. 
Others, and by far the most, are 
examples of an intentional or unin- 
tentional economy of paper which 
caused printed blanks of one size to 
be cut to a smaller size and again 
run through the press.”’ 


In the August 28 Notes I told you 
the remarks made by Sen. Thomas 
J. Dodd (D. Conn.) on the floor of 
the Senate, August 10 relative to 
the Champions of Liberty stamps. 
He urged the Post Office Depart- 
ment not to decrease the quantity of 
“‘Champions” produced each year, 
and not to limit the issue to the 4c 
denomination alone. These had been 
coming in 4c and 8c, the latter rate 
being that for foreign first class 
surface mail of one ounce or less. 
It is now llc. 

Sen. Dodd said, ‘I have heard 
some argue that these stamps should 
not be issued on the grounds that 
the governments concerned might 
be offended. Whether they realize 
this or not, those who make this 
argument are, in effect, arguing that 
we must never speak the truth if it 
offends the sensitivities of the ty- 
BANGS vans sacs Rather than cut down 
on the number of Champion of Lib- 
erty stamps I believe that their 
number should be increased.” 

My own comments in this same 
August 28 Notes backed Senator 
Dodd’s thinking 100 per cent. I am 
one of a great many people in this 
country who are filled up to the 
tops of their heads with all the ig- 
noring of the communist element in 
the United States, and the reluc- 
tance from the president on down-to 
do something drastic and effective 
about it. 

The following is an excerpt of tes- 
timony given by Edward Hunter, 
Port Washington, N. Y. on Tuesday, 
July 11, 1961 before the U.S. Senate

To Powers; The Story of Mary Liu; 
The Black Book on Red China. Mr. 
Hunter is further recognized as an 
expert in psychological warfare and 
has a great deal of experience in 
this area. He has worked with agen- 
cies of the U.S. Government in con- 
nection with psychological warfare, 
and has carried on independent re- 
searches and studies within the 
United States on the communist 
attempts to smear and_ discredit 
anti-communists. I cite these things 
so you will know Mr. Hunter is re- 
spected for his experience, opinions 
and knowledge on domestic com- 
munist attempts to sabotage pro- 
grams directed against them. 

On page 20 of the printed report 
of the above-mentioned hearing in 
which Mr. Hunter testified (avail- 
able from the U.S. Government

Only the 
Moscow-Peking bloc could have 
found anything to object to in it. 
The Proclamation of a Captive Na- 
tions Week, when such actions take 
place, has its impact diminished. If 
we think we’re pleasing all sides 
this way, my experience of many 
years abroad convinces me that we 
only succeed in disgusting all sides 
by such devices. Technically, this 
may be a decision of the Post Of- 
fice, but so far as public impres- 
sion is concerned, it is supporting 
evidence for the rumors about ‘the 
word being passed along,’ a distinct- 
ly morale-breaking device, amoral 
its nature. It’s the old anti-anti-com- 
munist movement in more vigorous 
form. The Reds again are able to 
demonstrate that when the talk is 
over, they end up by getting what 
they want.” 

When you get the copy of this 
hearing read it thoroughly. Further, 
isn’t it about time you folks get 
busy in an organized manner in 
your own communities to help the 
very few who up to this time have 
been carrying the anti-communist 
activities alone? As to the Champ- 
ions of Liberty stamps, you might 
as well write to the White House. 
Authoritative information is to the 
effect that stamps are chosen there 
—not by the PMG, and certainly not 
by the CSAC.

Cincinnati, Queen City Of The 
Midwest On America’s Rhine, 


Site Of °61 AF DCS Convention 


In 1786 a vengeful flat-boat trader named Benjamin Stites trailed an 
Indian horse thief from Kentucky into the Ohio country between the Big 
He became so enamored of the rolling hills 
and green valleys that he forgot his chase and headed East to round up 


Congress was in New York City in those days and there trader 
Stites found John Cleves Symmes, representative from New Jersey. 
Symmes was interested enough to inspect the wilderness, and then dream- 


ed of a great city to be built on the banks of the Ohio. 


With land being worth more than 
money in those times, settlements 
were soon established at Columbia, 
Losantiville, and (by Symmes him- 
self) at North Bend in 1789. The es- 
tablishment of Fort Washington in 
the same year gave an opportunity 
for greater growth. 

The governor of the Northwest 
Territory, Arthur St. Clair, changed 
the name from Losantiville to Cin- 





cinnati, in honor of the Society of 
the Cincinnati, an organization of 
Revolutionary War officers of which 
he was a member. 

By 1793 Anthony Wayne had fought 
the Indians into submission and Cin- 
cinnati dusted off its hands and went 
to work at becoming a city. Many 
stories are told of the newborn lusty 
city, built with big boasts and bigger 
muscles. 

First it was the keel-boaters and 
then the steamboaters in their color- 
ful pages of history, followed by the 
railroads and more _ business life. 

Population spurted in the mid- 
1800’s as thousands of Irish and Ger- 
mans came to the city. Soon Cin- 
cinnati became a major producer of 
beer, liquor, furniture, stoves, and 
carriages. 

The Civil War never was a seri- 
ous threat to the city, but an eco- 
nomic crisis struck Cincinnati fol- 
lowing the conflict. Other cities in 
the midwest, served by rail, became

competitors for Southern _ trade. 


| Therefore the city decided to build 


its own railroad to the South, and it 
did. The Nickel Plate Railroad is 


still owned by Cincinnati. 


From. the beginning Cincinnati al- 
ways found time for the arts, be- 
ginning with America’s first ‘‘San- 
gerfest’’ in 1849.

matter and rates of postage and divides mail matter into four classes: 


First, written matter; 


laneous printed matter; fourth, merchandise.”

There was a rate of one 


cent per ounce established on all fourth-class mail. 


The act of 1879 remained unalter- 


ed as far as fourth-class mail was | mon ‘and costly) 


concerned until August 24, 1912, 
when the domestic parcel post sys- 
tem was established, effective Jan- 

uary 1, 1913. 

This act established a new and 
lower system of charges by ‘‘zone”’ 
(according to distance) and provided | 
that the postage should in all cases 
“be pre-paid by distinctive postage 
stamps.” 

As a result a set of twelve parcel 
post stamps and five parcel post due 
stamps were issued between No- 
vember 27, 1912 and April 5, 1913. 
In no Case were they legitimate for 
use until January 1, 1913, however, 
and then only for parcel post. Jan- 
uary 1, 1913 then is the true first 
day of issue for all but the three 
stamps not issued until 1913. 

The author would be very inter- 
ested to hear from anyone having a 
wrapping with parcel post stamps 
cancelled on their first day of issue. 


It seems doubtful that any such} 
item has survived. 
The author has (and in fact has | 


seen) only one proper usage of par- 
cel post stamps tied to a_ piece 
dated during the entire period when 
such stamps were used exclusively 
for parcels. 

Problems soon arose with the new 
parcel post stamps. First, it was 
annoying to have to deal with panes 
of 45 stamps rather than the panes 
of 100 with which everyone was fa- 
miliar. 

Second, all denominations were of 
the same color, and numerous mis- 
takes in value were made by the 





among postal 
| clerks. 

| Finally, the stamps were so large 
ithey were difficult to fit onto very 
small parcels, especially when more 
\than one was required. 

It was therefore decided to issue 
'a new series of parcel post stamps 
ithe same size as ordinary postage 
stamps only in horizontal rather 
than vertical format. The stamps 


of value in the center and were to 
be the same color as the regular 
stamps of the same denomination. 

Before this decision could be in- 
strumented, the Post Office Depart- 
ment decided there was no need for 
distinctive stamps at all. As a result, 
order number 7241 was issued on 
June 26, 1913, effective July 1, 1913, 
making ordinary postage stamps 
valid for parcel post and vice versa. 

Thus July 1, 1913 is also a first 
day in a very real sense. It is the 
first day parcel post stamps were 
| valid for postage on ordinary first- 
class mail. 





It should be noted that parcel post | 


istamps are known illegally franking 
ordinary mail before July 1, 1913, 
in some cases months before. 

The two such items possessed by 
the author are on third-class mail, 
and further information on pre-leg- 
al usage on either third- or first- 
class mail would be greatly appre- 
ciated by him. 

First day covers of parcel post 
stamps dated July 1, 1913 do exist 
but are very rare.

He was also responsible 
for saving several of the known com- 
mercial mail covers from oblivion. 

Scotts list such covers in the par- 
cel post section of the ‘‘Specialized 
Catalogue of United States Stamps” 
showing entries for the 1c, 2c, 3c, 
and 4c denominations. 

The author has three of these in 


'his own collection and would be in- 


terested in recording the existence 
of all other copies, but especially of 
any of the higher denominations not 
listed by Scott. 

The author hopes enough informa- 
tion will be forthcoming on parcel 
post first day covers to permit a sec- 
ond article at some future time. If 
so, the present article will have 
served its purpose.

Perhaps I should say at the out- 
set that I am an American, born 
and raised here and of native 
American stock; have never been 
a member of any communist par- 
ty and, by choice, I plan to live 
here the rest of my natural life. 

In our hysterical hatred of the 
USSR, we often forget that the 
most important thing is to un- 
ceasingly do all we can to main- 
tain fundamental freedom every- 
where, including our own country. 
That freedom grants the right to 
every individual to express his 
ideas freely so long as he doesn’t 
try to forcibly cram them down 
someone else’s throat. 

I believe the majority of Ameri- 
can people can make a right de- 
cision between conflicting economic 
and political ideas if they are given 
complete information. I don’t be- 
lieve that we are so naive and

us into accepting or rejecting some 
political theory. 

Also, in our criticism of other 
countries and their leaders we 
should make sure the same criti- 
cism doesn’t apply to ourselves. 
For example, we deplore the lack 
of free elections in some other 
countries, while denying many of 
our own citizens, especially in the 
South, the right to vote. 

We condemn “brainwashing’”’ in 
some other countries and in the 
same breath condemn nationals 
from other countries who receive 
their education in the U. S. if 
they do not conform strictly to our 
way of thinking. 

The writer of the letter, Mr. 
Goldsmith, said of Mr. Nkrumah 
that he “had the conceit and lack 
of humility to picture himself on 
a stamp standing in front of the 
statue of Abraham Lincoln.” It 
would be interesting to explore the 
thinking back of Mr. Goldsmith’s 
words. I wonder what Mr. Lincoln, 
himself, would have said about it? 

Mr. Goldsmith forgot to criticize 
stamp picturing Sun Yat-Sen with 
Lincoln. The memory of Lincoln 
and what he stood for is not the

exclusive property of American pa- 
triots; it belongs to the world and 
is a symbol of freedom to op- 
pressed peoples all over the world. 


Insofar as collecting the stamps 
of Ghana, or any other country, is 
concerned, it is a little childish to 
think we can change the way of 
life of a country by refusing to buy 
their stamps. If, for reasons pure- 
ly philatelic, we don’t like a par- 
ticular country’s stamps, then by 
all means don’t collect them. Phi- 
lately is much too universal a 
pursuit and has so many possibil- 
ities for creating international un- 
derstanding and friendship that it 
is regretable that it is used by a 
few to express an inner bitterness 
and frustration.

as the ‘Act, process, or result of 
cancelling, especially so as to de- 
prive of force, effect or validity; as, 
... the cancellation of stamps...” 

It is thus apparent that the term 
‘“‘postal markings”’ covers all marks 
officially put on a cover by a post 
office; and that usually a “postal 
marking”’ consists of two parts: 

They are, first, the ‘‘postmark’’ 
| Showing the name of the city and 
| state of origin and the time and 
date the postmark was applied, all 
usually enclosed within a circle, and, 
second, the ‘“‘cancellation’’, being the 
device used for the actual cancell- 
ing of the stamp 

Philatelists are thoroughly famil- 
iar with the foregoing, but over the 
years they have become accustomed 
to using the word ‘‘cancellation” as 
synonymous with the term ‘“‘postal 
marking”. Accordingly, when a col- 
lector states that a cover has a 
colored ‘‘cancellation’’, he actually 
means that it has a colored “postal 
marking”’ and not that the ‘‘cancel- 
lation’’ alone is in color while the

vernacular, cancellations—the ma- 
chine cancellation and the hand- 
stamp. Modern first day covers exist 
with both types of cancellations. 

The earlier ones, however, before

However, in the case of 
the Benjamin Franklin issue, there 
were two special postal stations— 
the Franklin Institute Station and 
the Poor Richard Station. A hand- 
stamp was used at each. 

Rarely are there five different of- 
ficial types of first day cancella- 
tions. Such was the case, however, 
with the Lincoln Credo stamp. Here 
one finds the regular machine and 
hand "first Day of Issue’ slogan 
cancellations, machine and _ hand 
‘““A S.D.A. National Postage Stamp 
Show Station’ devices, and a “Na-, 
tional Urban League Station’ hand | 
cancellation. 

Attempting to obtain all of the 
various types of official First Day 
cancellations on future issues and 
seeking them out on past issues will 
keep a collector busy indefinitely. 

It will try his patience and tax 
his ability as a sleuth. But—he will 
find it to be comparatively inexpen- 
sive, most fascinating, and highly re- 
warding as he watches his collection 
grow.

Polish “Congress Of Science” 
Series Of 1951 Includes One 
Value In Honor Of St. Staszic 


Edward Nowak Sr. 


On orders from Poland’s Ministry of Posts and Telegraphs, dated 
June 16, 1951, a series of six stamps was placed for the first day of sale, 
Among the six adhesives was the 25 grosz stamp (Scott 
No. 511) honoring the memory of St. Staszic — a Polish Catholic priest 
who gained renown as a philosopher, educator, geologist, and as an im- 
portant writer during the reign of Stanislaw August as King of Poland. 


June 25, 1951. 


The occasion for issuance of the 
set was the meeting of the “Ist 
Congress of Polish Science’. The 
carmine-rose stamp, printed in the 
State Printing Office in Warsaw by 
the rotogravure process, was on 
white paper which contained no 
wood pulp and was gummed before 
printing. 

The Scott catalogue states it is 
perforated to conform to gage 12%— 
but the Polish philatelic authorities 
(Polands Philatelic Federation), as 
well as the Ministry of Posts, record 
the perforation as 12% x 12%. 

The design of the Staszic 
nounced Stashits) adhesive 
worked out by M. Polak, 
Polish artist. 

The sheets, composed of 100 
stamps each, bore the accounting 
figures on the upper and lower 
margifis. They also had the imprint- 
ed number of the “‘cylinder’’, which 
was located at the bottom of the 
100th stamp. 


Polish philatelic sources (P. Z. F.) 
list some copies with brownish-yel- 
low colored gum, others with ‘“‘glis- 
tening’’, transparent adhesive. 

Delving deeper into the records of 
the Ministry of Posts it is estab- 
lished that 521,000 copies of the 
Staszic stamp was produced; in- 
tended mostly for prepayment of 
local mail. No documented proof 
can be found that the described ad- 
hesive exists in any form of rarity; 
listing different paper, misprint or 
color. 

The Staszic stamp was recalled 
by order of the Ministry of Posts, 
dated March 31, 1952 and eliminated 
from sale May 31, 1952. 

It is imperative for the benefit of 
topical collectors a bit of Staszic his- 
tory be added. 

Stanislaw Staszic (1755-1826), a 
son of an impoverished city trades- 
man was born in the city of Pila 
but was educated in France major- 
ing in studies of physics, geology 
and natural history. 

After completing his education, 
Staszic returned to Poland to ac- 
cept a position as a private teacher 
in the household of Andrew Zamo- 
jski; a Polish nobleman. In 1774 
Staszic took religious oaths and was 
elevated to priesthood in the Roman 
Catholic Church. 

Rev. Staszic soon became famous 
in Poland. His interests in philoso- 
phy, political activities, researches 
in geology, his organizing of educa- 
tional institutions, and later, as rep- 
resentative of an organization striv- 
ing for political reforms and can- 
cellation of feudal landownership, 
all made him well known and loved. 
His book of written demands for 
political equality and freedom from 
serfdom of peasants is world fam- 
ous and translated into several 
languages. This very book on re- 
forms and political equality consti- 
tuted the partial basis for Poland’s 
May 3 Constitution, proclaimed in 
Krakow by T. Kosciuszko in 1791. 

In his book “Observation on life 
of Jan Zamojski’ (Uwagi nad 
zyciem Jana Zamojskiego) Staszic 
elucidated the need for complete 
reformation of the laws in the 
Polish ‘Commonwealth; the return 
to dynastic rule of kings—a perpetu- 
al session of Congress (Sejm) rul- 
ed by a majority vote. His propos- 
ed taxation of the big landowners 
and feudal title holders and above 
all the need for larger and better 
equiped military forces was the gen- 
eral talk in Poland of that era. 

In 1798-1805, Staszic carried out a 
geological and mineral research 
in the Carpathian Mountains. From 
1807 he was a member of the Educa- 
tional Institute and in 1808 he was 
elevated to the chairmanship of the 
“Friends for Education Society’. 
He was the organizer and founder 
of the important “College for 
Education in Mining” in the city 
of Kielce. 

Ever striving for the betterment 
of peasant life, Staszic founded the 
“Agricultural Society’’ in Hrubies- 
zow which in later years became 
the hub of an Agricultural College

The very first geological may of 
Poland was drawn by Staszic and 
it was he who penned a book on 
“Riches In The Soil Of Poland’’. 
The patriotic Polish priest, in 
order to establish a precedent, parti- 
tioned his own and the inherited 
lands in Hrubieszow and deeded the 
parceled lots to peasants. From his 
own funds he also erected a sub- 
stantial building and deeded it to 
the ‘‘Society of Friends for Educa- 
tion’? which even today is known as 
the ‘“‘Staszic Palace’. The beautiful 
Copernicus Monument standing in 
front of the now historical palace, 
was a gift to the city from Staszic.

of 10,000 sets, sold exclusively to 
stamp collectors and the balance 
of 190,000 sets are distributed to all 
the post offices of the country. , 

“What is really odd is that when 
trying to buy them at any window 
of such regular PO branches we 
get only five values and none of 
the 5c one. It is so strange which 
makes us believe somebody inside 
the Central PO corners them and 
later sells them at a personal fan- 
tastic profit. 

“The few sets sold at the phil- 
atetic window at the Carmelitas 
PO will be sold out in no time and 
then automatically such sets will 
get a high price, as affirmed by our 
visitors’ declarations. We have also 
been informed by other people that 
about 85,000 complete sets have 
been automatically sold directly to 
the U. S. 

“This is a flagrant violation of 
the law inasmuch as local stamp 
dealers in Caracas are deprived of 
their share, because the philatelic 
window sells only ten sets per buyer. 

“We want to state, as they spe- 
cified, we are bona fide stamp deal- 
ers paying all taxes, rent and all

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


North, South Themes 
On Niagara Offering 


Civil War period designs were 
selected for the souvenir sheet and 
cacheted envelopes which will be 
issued by the Niagara Frontier 
Federation of Stamp Clubs for its 
exhibition October 20-22 in the 
Manger Hotel, Rochester, N. Y. 

An 1861 Confederate Jefferson 
Davis stamp and-the 1866 U. S. 
Lincoln mourning stamp will be re- 
produced on the souvenir sheet, 
priced at two for 15c. The cacheted 
envelope will feature the Confed- 
erate and U. S. Flags, at 15¢c each, 
two for 25c. 

Orders should be sent to Ruth 
Stoertz, 61 Crawford St., Rochester, 
N. Y. Orders for seals must be ac- 
companied by a stamped envelope; 
the cacheted envelopes will be ser- 
viced.

One of these is run by an elderly 
lady, either a widow or a spinster, 
probably a relative of some influen- 
tial person, and the other by a young 
woman, of no particular attractive- 
ness, but very pleasant, and prob- 
ably the sole support of her family, 
which no doubt also has political 
connections. 

These two women, and the other 
vendors of postage stamps, in Cuen- 
ca, and of course in other cities, 
towns and hamlets of the country, 
buy their stocks of stamps from the 
government at a discount of 5 per 
eent from face, as , already men- 
tioned. A few large users may buy 
their stamps direct from the 
wholesale clerk in the post ofice, as 
this writer also has on occasion been 
able to do, by courtesy, but in such 
eases face value is paid. 

Ecuadorean philatelists are ask- 
ing what is to prevent some of the 
more enterprising stamp venders 
from securing their supplies of 
stamps from the contractor or his 
agents, at say 7 per cent or 10 per 
cent below face, which will still give 
the contractor a quick and easy 
profit? 

Or what is there to prevent an un- 
scruplulous Ecuadorean stamp deal- 
er from securing such stamps at a 
ten per cent addition to the price 
paid by the contractor in order to 
resell them to the national vendors? 

All of these questions may be fool- 
osh and beside the point when it is 
seen just how the contract terms 
do read, and exactly how the plan 
is supposed to work, but all indica- 
tions are that the whole deal as 
has already been stated, is very 
much like the famous Seebeck ar- 
rangements of the 19th century, and 
other ‘‘deals’ of more recent years. 

To add to the doubts and confu- 
sion in Ecuadorean philatelic circles 
following the signing in late July of 
the contract for the sale of remain- 
ders to an international syndicate, 
there was a sensational theft of a 
large’ shipment of postage stamps 
received in the post office at Guay- 
aquil from Quito. 

Stamps stolen included the follow- 
ing, all of which have now been 
withdrawn from circulation and will 
no longer be accepted as payment 
for postage:

attain wide distribution throughout 
the country, so that genuine postally 
used examples will no doubt be very 
hard to come by. 

No word has been heard as to 
what the Ecuadorean government 
plans to do about such stocks of 
the above listed stamps as happen 
to be on hand, but the rumor in 
philatelic circles is that they’ wil! 
be overprinted in’some way with a 
control mark and reissued.

Further information about the vi- 
cious combination of discount sales 
and stamp stealing are reported by 
another correspondent, also in the 
States, on the basis of information 
received by him from a friend in 
Guayaquil. 

According to this source, postal 
authorities in Ecuador have been 
discussing the purchase of ‘‘second 
hand” equipment with which to 
mechanize the sorting and distribu- 
tion of its, mails. Recent economic 
setbacks, however, made it impos- 
sible to obtain the hard currencies 
with which the purchase was to be 
made. 

The equipment, including 1939 
models of Dutch Transorma push- 
button letter sorters, was to be pur- 
chased from nations which now wish 
to replace it with more modern 
types of machines. 

According to the correspondent, 
postal officials have been able to 
reach ‘‘one or more wholesalers’”’ 
who are willing to purchase recent 
and obsolete pictorial, commemora- 
tive and airmail stamps at a dis- 
count of 20 per cent. The amount in- 
volved is 33,000,000 Sucres (about 
$650,000). 

“If this proposed sale actually is 
effected, it will mean that existing 
stocks of Ecuadorian stamps will be 
exported immediately, making them 
extremely scarce within Ecuador,” 
the correspondent wrote. 

“Since currency control regula- 
tions strictly prohibit the exporta- 
tion of money, it will mean that 
Ecuadorian collectors will not be 
able to- obtain for their albums 
many of these stamps even though 
they will be flooding overseas mar- 
kets for years to come.” 

This action is heightened by the 
recent theft of a substantial stock of- 
stamps from the Guayaquil post of- 
fice vault. The stolen stamps, is is 
said, ‘“‘probably have already been 
exported. A 1919 law makes it im- 
possible to void their postal usage, 
but it is highly unlikely that they 
would be offered to a local mer- 
chant for use on mail, lest the burg- 
lar be identified affd prosecuted.’ 

If these supplies—the stolen ma- 
terial and stamps sold at so large 
a discount—reach the market in the 
United States, it is likely that cur- 
rent monetary values will tumble 
and collector confidence. in Ecua- 
dorean stamps will disappear. 

Other nations have resorted to sell- 
ing surplus stocks at discounts from 
face value. They enjoyed temporary 
income, but soon discovered that fu- 
ture sales became difficult if not 
impossible once collectors learned 
that they had sacrificed integrity 
for a quick profit.

Commenting on the unsteady fi- 
nancial picture in the country, he 
added that the government had 
just signed a contract with a Mr. 
Douglas R. Addrerley of a concern 
known as ‘Intercontinental Com- 
munications Associated Inc.” by 
which Ecuador is to receive certain 
post office mechanization equipment 
and the firm to obtain about $685,000 
worth of stamps at 20 per cent dis- 
count. 

“It is a big deal, and damage 
will be as severe as the ‘Seebeck 
Contract’ was to Ecuador,” he em- 
phasized. 

Continuing, he mentioned one fac- 
tor which non-philatelic negotiators 
might not accord proper impor- 
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tance: The stamps involved are old 
surpluses which in many instances 
have been returned from remote 
post offices and as such are fre- 
quently in poor condition although 
still valid as postal paper. 

Such factor might mitigate se- 
verely against the ultimate sales of 
the material and the net proceeds 
accruing to the U.S. principals in 
the barter arrangement, he intimat- 
ed.

Investigations in New York City 
by Linn’s Weekly Stamp News fail 
to find the ‘‘International Communi- 
cations Associated Inc.”’ firm there- 
abouts, although there is on Fifth 
Ave. a corporation of similar title. 
It has non-philatelic interests, being 
engaged in importing and exporting 
machinery and other goods with 
Ecuador. 

It is also learned that certain in- 
terests have been negotiating with 
Ecuador for the bartering of an al- 
leged $685,000 worth of modern mail 
sorting and handling equipment for 
a mint stock of Ecuadorian stamps, 
principally of the past ten years. 

These have been in the vaults of 
the Postal Administration for some- 
time. They were produced in large 
quantities in the hope of sales to 
collectors which never materialized. 

In this connection Robert Lyon of 
the International Philatelic Agency, 
New York, has stated that he was 
approached by the aforementioned 
interests to act as agent in dispos- 
ing of these bartered stamps. 

Mr. Lyon added that he had ad- 
vised the firm that such a large 
volume could not be liquidated in a 
short time; that it would require 
a matter of years to be converted 
into funds at an acceptable rate. 

For the benefit of the philatelic 
public he emphasized that he is 
considering the proposition on a com- 
mission basis only, that no material 
will be sold below face to anyone, 
and that there will be absolutely no 
“canceled to order’ offerings. 

Mr. Lyon did mention the fact 
that, should the project be entered 
into, it is highly probable some of 
the low value stamps may appear in 
mixtures. This, he explained, is be- 
cause certain of them are of such 
low face a fraction. of a _ cent.

By a happy coincidence the begin- 
nings of commercial aviation in In- | 
dia parallel that of the United 
States. Charles Lindbergh's dramat- 
ic New York-Paris solo flight in 1927 
opened the door to modern air trans- 
port in the new world. 

Three years later, on the other 
side of the world, J. R. D. Tata’s 
spectacular sole flight from England 
to India gave a fillip to commercial 
aviation in India. 

Again, three years after the “‘Lind- 
bergh Line’’ was opened in the U.S., 
Tata Airlines inaugurated the first 
scheduled airmail service in India 
(October 15, 1932). The route was 
Karachi-Ahmedabad-Bombay. 

Indian National Airways Ltd. was 
set up in Delhi in 1933. Tata Airlines 
and Indian National Airways oper- 
ated their services with light single- 
engined aircraft with little or no 
communication or navigational fa- 
cilities. 

Only eight passengers flew Tata 
Airlines in its first year of operation. 

This seemed to be the modest be- 
ginning of today’s Air India Interna-

tional and the Indian Airlines Corp., 
having very wide network of ser- 
vices both at home and abroad. tn 
spite of the proud pioneering rec- 
ord, it was not until India became 
independent that it entered the avia- 
tion in the world market. 

Various airlines were operating 
the internal routes. The Tata Sons 
Ltd. established the first Indian Air- 
line and started a weekly service 
between. Karachi and Madras via 
Ahmedabad/Bombay and Bellary. 

Empire Airmail Scheme—It was 
not until 1938 that Tatas saw the 
beginning of prosperity. Heavy loads 
of mail brought by Imperial Air- 
ways, under the Empire All-Up Air- 
mail Scheme, were automatically 
carried by air by Indian carriers. 
The Scheme encouraged the Airline 
to open new routes and to increase 
flight frequencies in India. 

To cater to the increased number 
of passengers Tata Airlines added 
the twin-engined de Havilland Rap- 
ides to their fleet. Rapides were the 
first radio equipped aircraft of Tata 
Airlines. In that year, the Airline 
lifted 431,760 lbs. of mail and car- 
ried 658 passengers. 

The came World War II. The Em- 
pire Airmail Scheme was _ suspen- 
ded. All air transport operations in 
India were run directly for the Gov- 
ernment and Defense Services. 

In a way the war was a blessing 
in disguise. It gave the Airline con- 
siderable experience in the handling! 
of more modern aircraft and the 
opportunity of training and employ- 
ing a sizeable number of technical 
personnel. 

The first regular long range air- 
service between India and the United 
Kingdom was opened in 1929 but it 
was only on July 8, 1948 that India 
entered the long range international 
air service. 

Air India International Ltd. was in- 
corporated as a result of an agree- 
ment between (I), Government of 
India who subscribed 49 per cent 
of the capital (II), Air India Ltd., 
and (III), Tata Industries Ltd. which 
was reached two months after inde- 
pendence.

The company 
was incorporated March 8, 1948. 

On June 8, 1948 Air India Interna- 
tional inaugurated the first west- 
bound overseas air link between 
Bombay and London via Cairo and 
Geneva. To mark this great event 
the Indian Postal Administration 
brought out a special 12 annas (air- 
mail rate to U.K.) commemorative 
airmail stamp in blue, depicting a 
Constellation plane in flight. 

Though the stamp was put on sale 
May 29 and remained on sale till 
June 8, it was intended for use only 
on the inaugural flight June 8, 1948. 

Special arrangements were made 
for the return of the first flight cov- 
ers in cooperation with Air India 
International and the Philatelic Bu- 
reau, Bombay which resulted in a 
large amount of mail for the flight. 

A special rectangular cachet was 
used to deface the stamps on the 
first flight covers. It reads ‘‘AIR- 
MAIL / BOMBAY / LONDON / 
8-6-48 / FLIGHT”’. 

Air India International brought out 
a very fine cover on the occasion, 
in addition to one issued by the 
Posts and Telegaphs Department. 

The initial frequency of one flight 
a week was gradually stepped up to 
seven Super Constellation services a 
week with alternative stops at Rome, 
Paris, Prague, Dusseldorf, Zurich, 
Geneva, Cairo, Beirut, and Damas- 
cus. 

Bombay-Nairobi Link—In the ear- 
ly hours of Saturday January 21, 
1950, Air India International in aug- 
urated scheduled flight to Nairobi 
via Aden. The Posts and Telegraphs 
Department used a special round 
cachet to mark the inauguration. 
The cachet reads: ‘‘INDIA ADEN 
/ EAST AFRICA AIR SERVICE 
INAUGURATION”. 

These words form the outer circle, 
inside the circle on the upper portion 
is shown a plane in flight; and in the 
lower portion is the date January 
21, 1950. In the center is an arrow 
on which “Bombay” is superimpos- 
ed. 

Calcutta-London—One of the exist- 
ing Bombay / London flights was 
extended to Calcutta in the east and 
the Calcutta-London service via 
Bombay was inaugurated October 
17, 1950. A special rectangular ca- 
chet reading ‘‘Calcutta / London 
First Flight 17th October, 1950, G. 
P.O., Calcutta’? was used. The cach- 
et shows a constellation ‘in flight. 

A similar flight was extended to 
Delhi in the north and Delhi-London 
service was inaugurated via Bom- 
bay in 1958. 

Apart from the above air ser- 
vices which had “‘philatelic recog- 
special cachets used, the 
other overseas airlinks are as fol- 
lows for which no special cachets 
were used, these being treated as 
mere extensions of existing flights: 
Calcutta-Singapore-Indonesia;  Cal- 
cutta - Patna - Khatmandu (Nepal); 
Bombay-Madras-Singapore (July 19- 
56); and Bombay-Calcutta-Bang- 
kok-Hongkong. 

Links With Neighbors — A refer- 
ence of airlinks with our neighbors 
nearby will not be out of place. The 























Bharat Airways inaugurated theirs 
to Singapore October 5, 1950. The 
Himalayan Airways inaugurated In- 
dia-Afghanistan service December 
21, 1951. 

The route followed by the former 
one was via Bangkok while the lat- 
ter was Bombay-Ahmedabad-Zaidan- 
Kabul-Kandhar. Special  cachets 
were used on the mails carried by 
both the inaugural flights. 

Nationalization—Air. India Interna- 
tional Corp. came into formal exis- 
tence June 15, 1953 and took over the 
undertaking of Air India Interna- 
tional Ltd. and began operat oi 
nosotial Ltd. and began operations 
tional Ltd. and began operations on 
its own on August 1, 1953. 

In 1952, the Government of India 
decided to nationalize all the sched- 
uled air service of the country, in- 
cluding international services. Two 
statutory corporations were formed, 
one to operate long range interna- 
tional services and the other to oper- 
ate all domestic services and short 
range international services to ad- 
jacent countries. 

The Air Corporation Act, 1953, was 
passed by the Parliament and re- 
ceived the assent of the President 
on May 28. The two corporations 
were named Air India International 
Corp. and Indian Air Lines Corp., 
respectively. 


The formation of the Air India 
International Corp. raised several 
problems both technical and admin- 
istrative. These were satisfactorily 
solved with the cooperation of vari- 
ous parties concerned. 


On August 1, 1953 the Corporation 
took over the following operations 
from its predecessor: India-United 
Kingdom; and India-East Africa 
route. 

The cities covered on the India- 
United Kingdom route were London, 
Paris, Geneva, Dusseldorf, Rome, 
and Cairo to Bombay, Calcutta and 
Delhi with different frequencies. 


The India-East Africa route -was 

Bombay to Nairobi via Karachi, 
Aden and Bombay-Aden-Nairobi, 
with different frequencies. 


Far Eastern Services—On August 
14, 1954 the Corporation inaugurat- 
ed its Far Eastern service original- 
ly planned to terminate in Tokyo. 
Owing however, to a delay in the 
conclusion of the bilaterial treaty 
between India and Japan, the ser- 
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vice had temporarily to terminate 
at Hongkong. 

The agreement was however, fin. 
alized in April 1955, and the Service 
was extended to Tokyo from May 3

FREAKS 


Almost every issue of every phila- 
telic journal brings to light some 
freak in the production of our own 
United States stamps. They vary 
from perforations running through 
the middle to partial perfs, to little 
or no ink on a stamp or stamps, 
to double paper, and so on. There 
are dealers who advertise such 
things so there must be collectors 
who buy them. 

In precancels there is some of this 
too, but the subject is nothing fol- 
lowed out to any great extent. Of 
course each collector has his pet 
freak and hunts these to the end. A 
precancel freak came to my atten- 
tion the other day. 

It was a horizontal pair of 2c Lib- 
erties. The left-hand stamp was pre- 
cancelled Ottumwa, Iowa in U-17 
type. The right-hand one evidently 
was missed in the printing press by 
the printing plate but in order to 
be used was further canceled with 
an ordinary office roller. 

This was one of those with the 
wavy lines, that some offices tried 
to get by with as being a precancel 
device. This is some sort of a freak 
to say the least. 

The imprint on the left-hand stamp 
is about a 15 degree angle which 
shows that there was trouble in the 
press. To anyone who ever tried to 
feed gummed paper in a printing 
press it can be appreciated what a 
time the operator must have had. 
Often it’s not easy if things are not 
just right. 

This brings to mind a similar pair 
I found some years ago, which coin- 
cidently was from Iowa also. It was 
a horizontal pair of 10c Bicents from 
Mason City. What evidently happen- 
ed here was that they got in their 
new 121 (wide) metal handstamp 
and tried to use it. 

From just the trace of the legend 
you can see that they were not suc- 
cessful, and then they got out their 
old U-53 rubber handstamp and ap- 
plied it over the U-121. So there are 
things to be found in precancels off 
the beaten track too. 


PLEASANT VALLEY OHIO 


Long a sought-after Ohio town, this 
one was finally located by C. W. 
Sachs of Columbus. From the infor- 
mation I got the stamp found was a 
lc Prexy although the postmaster 
told me 1%c stamps were used. 
There was supposed to have been 
a mailing of 7000 circulars from a 
hatchery—and here it is nine years 
later that one has been turned up. 


BULLETIN BOARD 


The ‘‘Precancel Guide’’ bulletin of 
the Precancel Museum was mailed 
from Baldwin Park, Calif. with 1c 
and 2c Liberties and the type was 
U-133. 

The ‘Precancel Yankee”? from 
North Orange, Mass. arrived with 
a 4c and 2%c Liberty in U-134 type. 
The 2%c was a coil. 

Have two mailings from the Love- 
land (Colo.) Stamp and Historical 
Society. One heralded the sixth an- 
nual gun show at Greely, Colo. This 
was late in July, and the stamps 
used were Ic and 2c Liberties from 
Walden, Colo. Type U-120n. 

The regular bulletin was mailed 
with a pair of 1%c Prexies from 
Fredrick, Colo. Type U-130. This 
is a new town. 

The Tucson Stamp Club used a 
1%c envelope supplemented by a %c 
and 1%c Liberty Bureau precancel 
for its August bulletin.

1955. The inaugural flight carried a 
large quantity of mail which re- 
ceived philatelic treatmnet. 

One of the Bombay-United King- 
dom flights was routed via Delhi 
from January 15, 1958. The Bombay- 
Sidney service was inaugurated Oc- 
tober 5, 1956. 

To Moscow—In February 1958, 
talks took place on commercial mat- 
ters with the Soviet national car- 
rier, Aeroflot. They were satisfac- 
tory and resulted in an agreement 
under which Aeroflot and Air India 





International agreed to operate a 


Mounting Stamps 
For Exhibition 
Edmund C. Skottowe 


Mounting stamps for an_ exhibi- 
tion, I think, is an individual prob- 
lem. It is not a question that can 
be categorically answered by say- 
ing that there is one best way. 

Personally, I do not start to mount 
a page until I have all the philatelic 
material that is going on it; then 
I arrange the material so that it 
will fit in with the write-up without 
overcrowding the page. 

Whether the layout is in geometric 
forms other than horizontal-vertical, 
depends on whether it makes a 
pleasing presentation with the write- 
up and whether the subject lends it- 
self to this type of presentation. 

Any extraneous illustrations should 
be germane to the subject of the 
page, and should be mounted in 
such a way that they will not take 
the center of interest away from 
the stamps. For example, in mount- 
ing ships on stamps, I think it is 
appropiate to show extraneous il- 
lustrations that give details of the 
type of rigging, construction, or 
theme of the subject. 

The best album page? This is a 
question of personal preference. The 
page I use is an 8% x 11-inch white 
one with light quadrille lines. At 
some of the exhibitions I have at- 
tended recently there seems to be 
a trend toward using a plain white 
album page. I think that any page 
with fancy art work should be 
avoided as it may detract from the 
stamps. 

On postage stamps I give the fol- 
lowing information in my write-up: 
year date, country or issuing au- 
thority, what it represents in the 
theme of the subject, and any 
unusual facts about the stamp such 
as cancellation or usage. 

In my write-up of .a first postage 
stamp issue, a rarity or other un- 
usual item I try to include the fol- 
lowing information about it:- au- 
thority for issue and date of au- 
thorization, date of issue, central 
design and its source, engraver, and 
printer. $ 

Also, the kind of paper and water- 
mark, kind of printing, subjects, 
number and arrangement, color, 
perforation (gauge and kind), and 
face value. 

Before beginning a write-up on a 
cover I try to secure these details: 
date of cover, place from and to, 
postmark and killer (size, color and 
dates of usage, if known), place 
and date of all marks on cover if 
shown or known, information about 
postage stamps as indicated above, 
and the postage rate and date of 
authorization plus any other infor- 
mation known about it. 

These are just a few thoughts on 
mounting stamps for exhibition, by 
a beginner in the hobby who just 
started collecting stamps four years 
ago and exhibiting three years ago. 
You may not agree with me—but 
by following the methods outlined, 
I have had some success in national 
and international exhibitions. 

One last suggestion—purchase ref- 
erence books and specialist cata- 
logs. They will pay off in the pleas- 
ure you will get out of our hobby 
and the improved write-ups you can 
make on your collection. 











direct service between Moscow and 
Delhi via Tashkent. 

This service was inaugurated Au- 
gust 14, 1958, when the mails re- 
ceived special treatment. This is at 
entirely new route pattern for traffic 
between Europe and the East with 
the inauguration of its Delhi-Moscow 
service via Tashkent. The Bombay- 
Bahrain-Kuwait service was inaugu- 
rated October~4, 1960. : 
Jets Introducts—The Corporation 
inaugurated its Boeing operations on 
April 19, 1960 on the India Unit- 
ed Kingdom route and thus en- 
tered the jet age. By the middle of 
June, the operation was built up to 
five frequencies a week out of which 
three were extended over the North 
Atlantic to New York. 

The New York Boeing service was 
inaugurated May 14, 1960. Both the 
services received philatelic treat- 
ment. The Bombay-Aden-Nairobi 
Boeing service was inaugurated on 
May 4, 1961. Both mails to Nai- 
robi and Nairobi to Bombay re- 
ceived philatelic treatment. 

Flying at 600 m.p.h. above the 
weather, the Boeing has slashed fly- 
ing time on all Air India sectors 
by more than half. Typical Boeing 
flight schedules on Air India routes 





are: Cairo-Bombay, 5 hours, 30 min- 
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utes; Calcutta-Bangkok, 2:20; Bang- 
kok-Hongkong, 2:45; and Hongkong- 
Tokyo, 4:10. An important milestone 
in the growth of Air India’s opera- 
tions was the inauguration of its own 
Cargo Service ‘‘The Flying Sherpa’”’ 
on November 14, 1960 between India 
and the U. K. 

Air India International celebrated 
its tenth anniversary on June 8, 
1958. In the ten years since the 
predecessor company began opera- 
tions over the Bombay-London route 
on June 8, 1948 the airline has grown 
five-fold and has firmly established 
a high reputation for the safety, 
regularity and quality of its ser- 
vices system totalling 24,710 rout 
miles and serving 26 cities in four 
continents. 

The Tripartite Partnership Agree- 
ment which BOAC, Quantas and Air 
India signed in Bombay on Decem- 
ber 4, 1959 will enable the three air- 
lines to offer the traveling public 
an unrivaled airline service by co- 
ordinating their schedules and res- 
ervation systems. 

During the year 1958, Air India 
International together with its sis- 
ter corporation, Indian Airlines, had 
the pleasure of acting as hosts to 
the members of the International 
Air Transport Assn. which held its 
annual general meeting at New Del- 
hi in October of that year. 

Air India International will soon 
have its own turbojet plant for over- 
hauling and testing Rolls Royce 
Conway engines at its maintenance 
base in Bombay. When completed 
the plant will be one of the finest 
of its kind in the East. It is ex- 
pected to be ready by 1962 when 
Air India’s contract with Rolls Royce 
Co. to overhaul Conway engines, ex- 
pires. 

The project which will cost about 
$1,050,000 will result in foreign ex- 
change saving and reduce cost of 
overhaul, and achieve better opera- 
tional planning. The jet engine test 
will be most up-to-date in all re- 
spects as a result of the study of 
the layout of jet engines overhaul 
bases of other airlines and engine 
manufacturers by Air India engi- 
neers. 

The scheme has been under study 
since November 1959 when a team 
of Rolls Royce overhaul engineers 
was invited to study Air India’s 


existing workshop facilities in Bom- 
bay. 

India’s Progress—India has ex- 
tensive trade and business connec- 
tions with countries in the West and 
the East. She straddles the tradi-
